The group of photos were of Kathy alongside of smiling church members and tables 
‘overed wth all sorts of benutiflly packages baked goods. 1 thought to myself, "ese 
people most be our weary bakers- Thar's when it dawned on me, a sense of how 
ignilican i was what you all were doing from behind the front lines to support Kathy's 
‘work here. Also the term “weary bakers” and holiday bakers were bora as you became tbe 
Subject of our growing conversations. 


‘After sharing Kathy's letter and the photos with Tyrone and other anew conversation and 
{teres in writing this ine began to take place between us. We all went from bein. 
oni to being grateful The photos alone worth a thousand words. Having received 
your generosity, knowing ithe more than Kathy's name seemed for praed and 
“opera, and Kathy letter calling for these testimonies made t ore clear to us that 
there were people who wanted to let us know they cared and that God cared, People who 
Were reaching out to make that connection with us through Kathy, and through baking 
Kathy's letter had to spell that out to us in so many worst seems. We decided to respond. 


‘My vst with Joseph that following month of February. I shared with im Kathys eter 
and ud hien to help us put this ain together asa surprise to Kathy, the weary bakers, 
{ind tho rest of the prison ministry unit. He was more than ready and wiling ado that on, 
and wo would spend the coming month during visits and aver the phone putting these 
testimonies together. Using the features on my Blog 6 Betweenthebar org, be would 
transcribe the handwritten testimonies! had mailed to the website to scan onto my blog 
page, dovnload the transcribed copies and send tome to put it all tether. Once wan 
enw maii the master copy to Joseph or Monto preparo capies o peer 
Kathy. 


Inthe beginning, h wasnt my intention to write a testimonial or testimony at al. ven 
ater reading Kathy» leter, when 1 had the realization connecting me to Kathy and our 
“weary bakers in such  peronal way for the first time, i hadnt quite yet revealed itself, the 
Nord d find to write my testimonial. fact, because of the faith-based nature of Kathy» 
Teter addressing her Christian brethren, asking for testimonies, ad at frat interpreted 
her words with mixed ferlinga. As itis ith daqaahie me and whatever my 
contribution might be. took a minute for me to Aind my own testimonial writing self 


Whether or not Kathy was intending to adress those of us (like myself) not a part ofthe 
Mame faith when she wrote that letter doesnt much matier to me. Ever ifthe holiday 
package and everything else was intended for thase Christian prisoners here, I doubt that 
iny of that wouid make a diference to Kathy, or to you pood people for that matter, I think 
Whata most important i reflected through hse testimonies. Appreciation and gratitude, 
Communication, and friendship, a well as faith. Kathy's call to those who she knew. 
‘ead wasn't tomy exclusion at all. It was my opportunity n fact, answering her call for 
Sapport asa way to express and exhibit the gratitude elt by myself and others. Having no 
iden she had tapped into something and someone to such an effert. I wanted Kathy and 
everyone to kn the story. Hopefilly, this will prove tø be a testimonial proof ofthe 
elevane and meaning in What's being accomplished through your prison ministry unity.

My name is Floyd Smith, CDCR#K-72700, PAPYRUS COLLECTIVE project 

writer and contributing editor for che WODZ (WRITE OR DIE zine) series, 
With this MESSAGE TO THE CHURCH to sister Kathy and the congregation, 
my testimonial. 


‘One morning, while pacing the small space ofan outid holding cage, a man 
in the cage nex to mine named Westley, noticed my lov spiri and spoke to me, 
He said that he wanted meto meeta lady named Kathy that he knew, because the 
‘church where she worshiped was putting on a bake sale to raise funds for 
prisoners in ned during che Christmas Holiday He old me that he already 
has suppor, and wanted ro offer his blessing from che church bake sale to me. 


What Westley didat know is that Iwas in a very dark place that morning- 
‘Upset with God, because my 16 year old dioghter was in a high speed chase 
through Los Angelesin a solen vehicle, which turned into a foot chase that 
ended in the oficer drawing his gun on my baby. Especially since I was told 
that my daughter was pregnant All ofthat hi me so hard that T had decided 
to commit suicide that day. 


My daughter, pregnant with my Fis grandchild inside a juvenile facility 
somewhere, and would be born incarcerated (Three generations incarcerated). 
Both my daughter and grandchild could've been shot and killed that day. To think 
aboot it, some cop had wo go home and vell his wife that he almost shot someone's 
16 year old daughter. In chis climate in America where hostility and tragedy 
‘beoweem the police and inner city youth is all oo ofien the result ofsuch 
‘encounters. Iz all really pushed me to the edge that particular day.

Meeting sister Kathy, and her introducing me to Robain, who I came 
to know during our visits, bth, make me Took back ar chat momen as 
a direct movement of God into my life. Because neither Westley, Kathy 
‘or Robain knew tha I was in couble until after engaged them. And 
although Robain can't visi me anymore, he made a grcat impression o 
from the imes he did. (Robain is the Real Dea 





That aet of kindness that Westley extended 4 years ago through his 
bake sale blessing sustained me, and my hope to one day hear from my 
daughter and meet my grandchild. Today, I share the bake sale blesing 
With oer as well as ster Kathy's prison ministry which brings 
those from your congregation (like Robain) into che siting rooms- 
“This lase holiday F was able co share this combined blessing from 
‘both "bakers" and ministers with some "new souls” among an new 
generation of the death row population here at San Quentin, thanx 

to siner Kathy expanding the efforts and resources to me, rom the 
congregation ofthe Holy Spirit church. 











Byron, Marcus, Waymon, Thomas, Tyrone, and Rayon; are these new 
souls who've been touched in a positive way by you. It may be obvious 
that we are nota part of the usual crowd of "Bible dudes” around here, 
who don't engage our generation t all, let alone any new souls being 
brought to the Lord by those that have been here since before many of ws 
Jefe moddle school. In fact, the vast population of death row prisoners 
confined here at San Quentin, most of us don't know eachother. Whether 
it be fences and walls, or barriers of the mind, isa cliché all too 
common here to find our generation more at odds with whatever people 
morph into while "playing" christian. 








Asa result ofthat new effort (only 2-3 months since as I write 

this leer to you) something very special has began o evolve from 
these young men, who can't stop talking about Kathy and their new 
found Fellowship with those people among your congregation. And so 

k didn't take long for chis "message" from these new souls to come 
together to extend our appreciation. I told sistr Kathy that we need 

to cll rhe visiting room expansion "feast and fellowship” with new soals- 





However, [feel compelled (jast as much as I do obligated) to ell chis story. 
“This tesimonil, as it was inspired. As much as i is owned to Kathy, her 
Mwcary” bakers and prison ministry unit from the Holy Spirit Catholic Church; 
sd ofcoun tomy sis, Linda, he always inara me w follow my calling 
to bring words of euth. 


When Floyd frs wold me about Kathy and the offer ofa package, and a visit 
from a church member, I remember my feeling more open to receiving the package 
than che person. Imagining someone who might see me as thee mission to evangelize 
and turn me away from my path of "heathenism." I didt want that But of course, 
1 couldnt accept a gift in such an ill manner - despite my cynicism, so T agreed 
toit, with the understanding (both Floyd and I shared) that whoever I met in that 
visiting room would be a welcomed, new experience for me. Something that we are 
fortunate to receive. 





BYRON: TESTIMONIES, 
(rt. Two) 


‘The letter from Kathy was titled: Testimonies Wanted, and was one ofa numberof copies 
‘sent to individuals here who're part of ber prison ministry and receive Christmas holiday 
packages. The letter was a call to those who had eeeived packages the previous year to 
rite à personal account that expressed bow receiving these “blessings” has made a 
positive impact in their lives. 

{remember the opening words of the ketter read, "our bakers are growing weary.” 
Apparently alot of ime and effort gors into these bakesales in order to raise funde that 
‘make it posible for Kathy todo what sbe does for those of us in need and from what 
seemed to bea lack ofa more personal engagement coming from our end was misleading 
(or bakers to fe asif their efforts were maybe fling short of doing any real good. Kathy 
Stressed the need for us to open ourselves up in order to deepen the understanding and 
relationship between us all.

Since I began writing and publishing write or Die Zines several 
years ago and sending them out to share wich family, my aune, Linda, 
makes ita point to address me by both my fest "AND" middle same in 
her leners to me: Byron-Paul. After the renowned apostle who authored 
some of the earliest writings inthe new testamem/Bible. h's an Irony 
‘not lost on her since T've long dissolved my faith in ALL matters of 
religion - something she's well avare of. None-the-les, she'll eall 
me "minister" Byron-Paul. Reading every Write or Die zine she receives. 
Especially where we interview and write about issues concerning inner 
‘ity youchs, the criminal justice system and mass incarceration, 
Perspective expressing ideas that are critical of her Christian faich, 
Often responding co my "areligious” position with reciprocal seriprure 
and spiritual perspective. "Dear minister Byron-Paul, you are doing great 
‘Gods work through Write or Die.” Some af the opening words of her 
Fecers And though I must adic I've dismissed much of her fich. led 
letters as typical church rhetoric after several years of many leters 
from aunt Linda, I'm finding her influence more relevant than 1 could've 
perceived before.
